Breakwater 
needed says 
fisherman 


Seven boats were sunk at 
the Seaholme anchorage last 
Wednesday as a result of an 
overnight storm. 





A cabin cruiser valued at about. 


$1000 was completely submerged’ as 
was a small 18-footer, while a 30 ft. 
boat broke its moorings and was 
washed ashore. 


Seaholme professional 
Wise said yesterday that boat owners risked 
thousands of dollars worth of damage to their 
craft by mooring them at Seaholine. 

He said lack of a breakwater left boats 
completely unprotected against the sea. 

“We have had as many as 13 boats sunk 
in one storm when we used to run a boat 
hire service,” Mr Wise added. 

He said that boat owners had pressed for 
a breakwater some years ago and although 
work had commenced, it was stopped by local 
Opinion. 

Mr Wise’s claim was backed up’ by 
Altona City Engineer (Mr R. C. Simmons). 

Mr Simmons said the -council had for 
some time wanted to build up the beach 
which was very narrow at high tide. 

He said MMBW experts considered the 
solution would be to construct long groynes, 


“made of stone, some 1000 feet out to sea and 


spaced 2000 to 3000 feet apart.
